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BUSINESS INTERESTS AND ACTIVITIES 


As previously reported FRANK SCHWEIHS formerly 
operated the Meatblock Steakhouse, 1321 North Wells, 

Chicago, Illinois, as a ’’hidden owner" and when the 
subject attempted to expand the business into a more 
elaborate restaurant at 1311 North Wells, Chicago, 
information was furnished by the Chicago Division of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) which ultimately 
resulted in a denial of a liquor license for the restaurant 
and a complete disruption of the subject's business. Since 
that time FRANK SCHWEIHS has been unable to sell or lease 
the new building at 1311 North Wells, Chicago, with a 
considerable loss in revenue. In addition SCHWEIHS has 
been forced to remodel the building at 1321 North Wells 
Street, whi,ch was destroyed by fire under very suspicious 
circumstances. SCHWEIHS now operates a business known as 
the Old Town Cycle Shop located at 1321 North Wells, 

Chicago, and the subject’s daughter is believed to be employed 
at the location. The business sells expensive imported
